Text of Message. 


The text of the veto message 
follows 

“IT am unable to approve H.R. 
6645 ‘to amend the natural-gas 
act as amended.’ This I regret 
because I am in accord with 
its basic objectives 

“Since the passage of this bij, 
a body of evidence has accwmp- 
lated indicating that privéte 
persons, apparently represé€sit- 
ing only a very small segrmbéht 
of a great and vital industry, 
have been seeking to further 
their own interests by highly 
questionable activities. These 
include efforts that 1 deem te 
be so arrogant and so much in 
defiance of acceptable standards 
of propriety as to risk creating 
doubt among the American 
people concerning the integrity 
of governmental processes. 

“Legally constituted agencies 
of government are now en- 
gaged in investigating this sit. 
uation. These investigation: 
cannot be concluded beforé the 
‘expiration of the 10-day perio¢ 
within which the President 
must act upon the legislation 
under the Constitution. 

Disservice to People. 

“I believe I would not be dis. 
charging my own duty were } 
to approve this legislation be. 
fore the activities in questior 
have been fully investigated by 
the Congress and the Depart- 
ment of Justice. To do so un- 
der such conditions could wel 
create long-term apprehensior 
in the minds of the Americar 
people. It would be a disserv- 
ice both to the people and te 
their Congress. Accordingly, | 
return H.R. 6645 without my 
approval. 

“At the same time, I must 
make- quite clear that legisla- 
tion conforming to the basic ob- 
jectives of H.R. 6645 is needed. 
It is needed because the type 
of regulation of producers of 
natural gas which is required 
under present law will discour- 
age individual initiative and in- 
centive to explore for and de- 
velop new sources of supply. 

“In the long run this will 
limit supplies of gas, which is 
_contrary not only to the nation- 
al interest but especially to the 
interest of consumers. 

“I feel that any new legisla- 
tion, in addition to furthering 
the long-term interest of con- 
_sumers in plentiful supplies of 
gas, should include specific lan- 
guage protecting consumers in 
their right to fair prices.”

canceled. The funds are in- 
vested in Government securities 
to draw interest until the 


money is needed. 

The city’s first urban rede- 
velopment project will be de- 
velopment of a public park and 
a private housing project in the 
area of eight and -half 
blocks bounded rofighily' by 
Fourteenth, Eighteenth, Olive 
and Market streets. The munici- 
pal Land Clearance for Rede- 
velopment Authority had the 
area cleared last summer, and

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (UP) 
—Chrysler Corp. announced to- 
day it has a defense contract 
to produce 1500-mile ballistic 
missiles to be launched from 
ships.

gress will override Mr. Ejisen- 
hower’'s veto and have no plans 
to make such an attempt.”

A ‘Body Blow.’ 

Senator Mike Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma. who led in

the veto was a “body blow to 
eastern g users.” Monroney 
said the veto denied “an in- 
crease in supply of gas so des- 
perately needed in the non-gas 
producing states.” 

The veto means “higher 
prices and less gas and adds to 
the uncertainty and _ settled 
nothing,” he said. 

“The bill.” he added. “has 
been the victim of the most con- 
sistent and unfair smear of any 
legislation to come up during 
my 18 years of service in Wash- 
ington.” 

Texas Gov. Allan Shivers 
said in Austin that Mr. Eisen- 
hower acted on bad advice. 

“I am terribly disappointed,” 
Shivers said. “I feel the Pres- 
ident has been very badly ad- 
vised. I think his action in 
vetoing the bill wil] result in 
less gas at higher prices.”

United States Army Pvt. Sid- 
ney Ray Sparks of Tennille, Ga., 
was released from four years 
of Russian captivity today. He 
was turned over to Army au- 
thorities at the Soviet Embassy 
in East Berlin. 

Sparks had escaped with two 
other privates Dec. 4, 1951 
from a West Berlin guardhouse. 
He was being held to face 
charges of being AWOL, steal- 
ing money and assaulting a 
German cab driver. 
» Three days after the escape, 
East German Communist au- 
thorities said the three men 
had sought political asylum, but 
Austrian prisoners’ returning 
from Russian labor camps last 
June said they had seen Sparks 
in a Soviet camp. They said 
he told them the Russians ar- 
rested him in Berlin in 1951. 

Sparks, who is 23 years old, 
was given a pbysical examina- 
tion immediately after his re- 
lease today. An Army spokes- 
man said he would go back to 
fhe guardhouse as soon as the 
examination was completed.

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Man With a Tough Job 

President Eisenhower has selected Edward P. 
Curtis, a longtime friend who is a vice president 
of Eastman Kodak Co., to be his Special Assistant 
for Aviation Facilities. The man who takes this 
newly created staff post on March 1 will have on 
his hands just about the most important and dif- 
ficult of national problems—that of unsnarling 
the traffic jam in the sky and preparing for the 
advent of the jet airliner. 

If this assignment had been made two or three 
years ago the task would have been an imposing 
one. Its proportions right now, in the dawn of 
the jet travel era, are truly staggering. A special 
acvisory group, reporting to the Budget Bureau 
last Jan. 13, told 6f daily danger of midair col- 
lisions on the airliner routes and warned that 
“urgent action” was imperative. It called for a 
figure of national renown to carry out the three- 
fold mission of saving present aviation facilities 
from breaking down, surveying the other aviation 
problems and drawing up a 20-year master plan 
for integrating all aviation facilities. 

Mr. Curtis, who is 59, was Chief of Staff of the 
Strategic Air Force in Europe in World War II. 
And while he may not have the qualification of 
a Jimmie Doolittle, the Defense Department and 
the Commerce Department, both deeply con- 
cerned with air travel, have been told to give 
him full co-operation. 

It is, however, a little disconcerting that Sena- 
tor Monroney of Oklahoma is presently conduct- 
ing an inquiry into the Commerce Department's 
alleged hamstringing of the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. Senator Monroney’s contention 
that the CAA should be removed from Commerce 
Department control gives some ground for won- 
dering about the value of the aid Mr. Curtis will 
get from the department. 

So the path ahead for Mr. Curtis is none too 
clear. Aviation authorities say his task will re- 
quire a minimum of 18 months or so. With the 
first jet airliners due in 1959, it is evident that 
Mr. Curtis is pressed for time. In thé air traffic 
control field alone he probably will have to 
devise a completely automatic system for track- 
ing and controlling all &ivilian and military 
planes, ranging from helicopters to supersonic 
fighters. And presumably he will recommend 
just how his master plan is to be paid for—a 
matter of great interest to the air lines, local 
governments and the Federal Government. 

It certainly is well past time for unsnarling 
the traffic jam in the sky and for preparing for 
the advent of the jet airliner. National avia- 
tion policy, if it can be called that, has for too 
long done like Topsy—‘“just growed” of its own 
accord. May Edward P. Curtis have full success 
in his difficult task! 
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Too Darn Much Literature 

It was about time the Worker's Paradise quit 
paying authors by the page. The system has cre- 
ated a sort of Reader’s Purgatory, and the pub- 
lishers are not too happy about it, either. So in 
what is possibly the most notable scientific ad- 
vance since the jettisoning of the Lysenko no- 
tions about genetics, the Soviet Union is saying 
goodby to all that. And we would imagine the 
reaction would be a good hearty whew! all 
around. 

Writers like.b Wallare, or Theodore Drei- 
ser,’or parti larly the authors of the various 
soap operas that lather up the airwaves and the 
coaxial cables, would do all right selling their 
product by the page, pound or cubic yard. But 
perfectionisfs like, say SackvilleWest, or more 
particularly poets whose volumes are as shy and 
gossamer as a Moonbeam peeping from behind 
a cloud, would simply suffer like blazes. 

Somerset Maugham pointed out the dangers 
of the quantitative approach to literature quite 
a few years ago in a series of articles on the art 
of skipping. He observed that Cervantes’s “Don 
Quixote,” for example, could be sustained with- 
out undue boredom only by judicious skipping. 
This was so, he said, because Cervantes was 
paid at space rates and had frugally thrown into 
his manuscript all the old stuff he had hidden 
away in trunks, atties, windmills, etc. 

It seems that the modern Muscovite rides as 
hot and hard after the local equivalent of. the 
dollar as ever did the unquixotic Cervantes, and 
for fully as many pages. Maybe now, with the 
New Editorial Policy, the Soviet reader can get 
back to some reading intended to inform, il- 
lumine and entertain, and not merely to go on 
and on. 
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Kinloch Seizes Its Opportunity 

The city of Kinloch has taken a significant 
first step toward better days. Kinloch lies in 
the northern part of St. Louis county and is in 
large measure a slum. But by an overwhelming 
vote its citizens have now made it clear they 
inténd to do all they can to help themselves. 
They have approved an urban renewal program 
that has as its aim such facilities as sewers, 
highways, parks and playgrounds where none 
now exist. They also are asking for federal 
help, in the form of expert advice and grants, 
and they are out to build more low-rent public 
housing. All this will take time, ot course, but 
the important thing {s that with community ap- 
proval a start has been made. 
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Those Propaganda Balloons 

In replying to the Soviet complaints about 
Air Force weather balloons, Secretary Dulles 
drew a sharp distinction between them and the 
balloons carrying propaganda matérial which 
are sent up by Radio Free Europe. The latter 
are not under government control, he indicated, 
and the government therefore takes no respon- 
sibility for them. 

Some day, we rather imagine, this attitude 
toward the activities of private propaganda 
groups may have to be reviewed, especially if 
relations between East afd West improve, and 
if the Soviets prove willihg to make a compar- 
able concession on their side. 

In all candor it must be admitted that private 
organizations cannot usually engage in interna- 
tional activities, such as bombarding the Iron 
Curtain countries with propaganda against their 
existing governments, unless they have some 
color of consent from some other government. 
The separation between dur State Department 
and the balloon activitiés in Europe may be 
complete, as far as formalities go, but it fs a 
fairly safe bet that the balloon activities would 
not take place if the State Department strongly 
objected to them. 

Again candor compels the admission that if 
the Kremlin were to use a “private” organiza- 
tion for the purpose of sending propaganda 
balloons over this country, most of us would 
regard it as a hostile act, and would certainly 
hold the Soviet government responsible for it. 

One question to be cleared up some time is 
just how much good this balloon operation 
really does, so far as effective propaganda is 
concerned. In general, this kind of word war- 
fare would seem to be effective only when the 
target government was teetering on the brink of 


collapse for other reasons. Is that the case in 
Eastern Europe? Or are the balloons simply 
causing ill will without bringing us any com- 
pensating advantage? The answer is important. 
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The Law in Louisiana 

White supremacy politicians ‘are glad enough 
to claim the privilege of deciding what is con- 
stitutional. They are quite willing to declare 
that the Supreme Court decisions outlaw- 
ing public school segregation need not be obeyed 
because they consider it “unconstitutional.” But 
a three-man United States district court at New 
Orleans has issued a reminder that it is the 
courts, not the politicians, that make the final 
judgment. 

All three members of. this court — District 
Judges J. Skelly Wright and Herbert Christen- 
berry, and Circuit Judge Wayne G. Borah—are 
natives of Louisiana. They must be as conversant 
with the South’s habits and mores as anybody 
could be. They are also conversant with the law, 
and they have thrown out as constitutionally in- 
valid the statutes hastily passed by Louisiana in 
1954 in an effort to circumvent the Supreme 
Court’s decision. 

Anybody could have told Louisiana that this 
would happen, Anybody can now tell other states 
which undertake to defy or circumvent the Court 
decision, that in the end, their legal subter- 
fuges too will be struck down. By unanimous 
decision of the Supreme Court, reinforced by one 
court after another and by the national con- 
science, the law and the Constitution clearly re- 
quire the abandonment of racial discrimination 
in the conduct of public schools 

As the Louisiana court said, however, it will 
take time to put this principle into full effect, 
and that will require from us all “the utmost pa- 
tience, understanding, generosity and forbear- 
ance.” There is no doubt about that whatever. 

Is it not time, then, for the reasonable, moder- 
ate and progressive citizens on both sides of this 
question to take the leadership away from the 
radicals and rabble-rousers? If such citizens will 
assert themselves, and put their communities on 
the road to compliance with the Court decision, 
they can undoubtedly count on support frorr the 
same kind of citizens elsewhere in resisting un- 
due federal coercion or undue haste in carrying 
out a difficult social change. 
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Finding Water in an Idea 

An imaginative idea in the industrial conser- 
vation of water, an essential resource of which 
the nation is growing increasingly aware, comes 
from Minnesota. There the M. A. Hanna Co. pro- 
poses to construct a large basin in which will be 
stored excess water of the Prairie River from 
the spring runoff and from periods of excessive 
rainfall. The stored water will be used in the 
iron ore smelting process. 

To capture water that otherwise would waste 
away to the sea, and put it to productive use, is 
one of the major objectives of conservation 
There is plenty of water in the United States: the 
shortage is in the right kind of water at the 
right place and the right time. In bringing about 
that desired conjunction, new and bold ideas 
may play a considerable part. 
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Paying for Political Campaigns 

The $2500 “gift” to Senator Case in connection 
with the natural gas bill has opened some eyes. 
It has brought demands for restrictions on the 
political use of money even from some who used 
to dismiss such proposals as “unrealistic,” “chi- 
merical,” a “do-gooder’s whimsy” and in similar 
allegedly down-to-earth terms. 

But The Providence Evening Bulletin, which 
before this has warned against the misuse of 
money in elections, now calls for campaigns at 
public expense. The reform is radical, it admits, 
but is needed to keep our democracy from turn- 
ing into an oligarchy. Adoption of the pending 
Hennings bill's provisions for more responsibility 
and publicity for canipaign contributions prob- 
ably is as far as Congress now is ready to go, if 
that far. | 

Campaigns at public cost, however, are not 
illogical, terribly complicated or extremely ex- 
pensive. They are the rule in Great Britain and 
continental Europe. In general, a specific allow- 
ance is made for each voter who must be reached 
by a candidate. Government-controlled radio and 
television aystems, of course, can make free time 
available to the candidates. 

Several ways have been found to prevent 
abuses by lunatic-fringe candidates not making 
a serious bid for office. In some cases, funds are 
allotted only to those whose parties polled a spe- 
cified percentage of the yote in the previous 
election. In other cases, candidates must post a 
sum of money which the government retains if 
they do not get a specified number of votes. 

The philosophy behind the method is sound: 
the cost of filling a public office is deemed a 
proper governmental expense just like salaries 
of public officials, The métfiod makes for rela- 
tively short campaigns, but Adequate to give all 
candidates a chance to appeal to the voters. Its 
adoption could do much in the United States— 
as it did in Britain—to dispel the prejudice that 
“politics is a dirty business.” 

The publicity proposals introduced by Senator 
Hennings of Missouri could be adopted immedi- 
ately without detriment to any candidate other 
than those who are planning to spend more 
money than they want the voters to know about.

News that work has begun on the Express 
Highway’s Market street cutoff ought to evoke 
an approving cheer from the throat of every 
motorist who uses this route.

A great majority of students at the 
University of Alabama would’ prefer 
that Negroes stay away. But mob vio- 
lence, and mob dictation, are not con- 
doned by most of those on the campus. 

Courageous action by university 
authorities and law enforcement, plus 
an abundance of luck, kept Alabama's 
conscience from bearing the load of a 
murder. For the mob was “gone.” Its 
members, white-faced and out of touch 
with reality, tried to do what a white- 
haired woman, perhaps mother of a 
student, kept shouting for them to do: 
“Kill her, kill her, kill her.” 

The reference to “courageous action” 
applies only to the protection given the 
Negro student, and not to the namby- 
pamby policy which permitted the mob 
to become so strong and vicious. 

The th'nking people of the South will 
pay the price of maintaining respect for 
law, and for bringing themselves to 
face the’ realities of the present. For 
white Southerners, that price is: an 
agonizing slipping away of some cus- 
toms and habits as comfortable as old 
garments. 

But white Southerners will not sub- 
mit to force and intimidation, nor to 
all-the-way-at-once changes in a way of 
life. It is silly, in some people’s minds, 
to revere a cow; But the Hindus do. 
It may net be sensible, intelligent, nor 
American, in the opinions of many for 
Southerners to think as we do ‘about 
segregation. : 

The area of danger lies in friction 
between extremists. The area of hope 
lies with Southerners, white and black, 
who believe in law and order. It lies 
with people who are willing to think 
about the truth that when one Anjeri- 
can is denied unjustly something that 
is justly his, we all are poorer. 

Personally, I know that change is 
here. I am neither ashamed of the 
past, afraid of the present, or despond- 
ent about the future. | believe law 
and order will emerge triumphant. 
And if it doesn't all is lost. 

In so far as the rest of the world is 
concerned, I'd ask that you let us con- 
tinue to have your intelligentwinterest 
in this problem. Give us your patient 
understanding and your prayers. Other-

Mankind’s Last Stand 


THE CITY AND THE STARS, by Arthur C. Clarke. 

(Harcourt, Brace, 310 pgs., $3.75.) 

The greatest problem in the writing 
of extrapolative fiction is the presenta- 
tion of the illusion of reality, the secur- 
ing of what Coleridge called “the will- 
ing suspension of disbelief.’ In scfence 
fiction it is generally agreed that Ar- 
thur C. Clarke ranks second only to 
Robert Heinlein in the practice of this 
difficult art. 


The present book, an expanded and 
rewritten version of the author’s first 
novel, “Against the Fall of Night,” tells 
of the earth in an 
incalculably distant 
future’ when man- 
kind has withdrawn 
to a womb-like ex 
istence in Diaspar, 
the last of his great 
changeless cities. 
The young hero, Al- 
vin, sets out to find 
the reason for man- 
kind’s flight from 
his former empire 
amid the stars and 
for his almost psy- 
A chopathic fear of 
Arthur the world beyond 

the walls of his 
eternal city. The search for these an- 
swers yields a highly entertaining story. 

This is not, however, top-drawer 
Clarke and those who remember “Earth- 
light” and “The Sands of Mars” are 
likely to be disappointed. “The City and 
the Stars,” in spite of its extensive re- 
vision, still carries the youthful flavor 
of a first faltering effort. The more Sso- 
phisticated writing of the revised sec- 
tions seems oddly out of proportion to 
the immaturity of the basic plot. Yet, 
the high polish of Mr. Clark's style, his 
intuitive ability to draw the most outre 
scenes with a draftsman’s pen almost 
compensate for these defects. 


It’s a pity that the author did not ex- 
pend all of this effort on a more orig- 
inal work. The present book, however 
excellent, still falls short of what Mr. 
Clarke’s readers have come to expect 
from him.

There can be no doubt at all 
that the President would have 
a very special personal obliga- 
tion to consider without fear or 
favor, impersonally and objec- 
tively, the choice of the man 
who would succeed him in case 
of death or disability. 


He will be required, if he 
runs again, to give the country 
his personal guarantee that the 
vice presidential candidate does 
in fact believe in, does not 
merely support politically, the 
principles that he himself stands 
for. 

He can give no such guaran- 
tee for Mr. Nixon. It is not a 
question of whether Mr. Nixon 
supports the Eisenhower legis- 
lative program or whether he 
spealss up in defense of the 
Eisenhower policies. Of course 
he does. The question is whceth- 
er he represents the central 
thing which Eisenhower repre- 
sents, the thing which has given 
Eisenhower such a hold on the 
American people. 


A Ruthless Partisan. 


This central thing is that 
Eisenhower unites the country 
and heals its divisions. This 
precisely is what Nixon does 
not do. Instead of being a 
national leader, he isa ruthless 


partisan. He is a politician who 
divides and embitters the 
people. 


The country has just had a 
spect:cular demonstration of 
this characteristic in his speech 
at the 


Lincoln. dav dinner in 
New York. “Speaking for a 
unanimous Supreme Court,” 
said the Vice President, “a 
great Republican Chief Justice, 
Earl Warren, has ordered an 


end to racial segregation in the 
nation’s public schools.” 

A man who will exploit for 
partisan purposes such a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court 
does not have within his con- 
science those scruples which 
the country has the right t 
expect in the President of tie 
United States. 

The question of who would 
run with Eisenbower is clearly 
bound up with, is for all practi- 
cal purposes inseparable from, 
the question of whether he him- 
self will run again.

Chimney Fires. 


F sometime you look up at 
J your house chimney and see 

flames and sparks along with 
a good deal or smoxe coming out 
you'll probably guess that you 
have what is known as a cbhim- 
ney fire. 

A chimney fire is caused by 
the inside of the chimney be- 
coming coated with soot. When 
y@&i get enough soot and when 
the soot gets hot enough, it will 
ignite and start to burn. 

The chief danger of chimney 
fires is that some of the sparks 
may ignite the house roof or 
some adjoining roof, Another 
danger is that if the chimney 
is not properly constructed or 
has a leak in it, the fire inside 
may get to the house structure. 
When this happens you don’t 
have a chimney fire anymore, 
you have a house fire. 

The best way to prevent chim- 
ney fires is to be sure that your 
heating equipment is properly 
adjusted so that it produces 
little soot and also to have your 
chimney inspected and cleaned 
at regular intervals. 

Chimney fires occuring in 
fireplace chimneys can often be 
put out by tossing salt on the 
fire in the fireplace or hanging 
a damp cloth over the fireplace 
opening. This cuts off the air to 
the fire and when the fire 
doesn't get any air, it goes out. 
Salt can also be used to put 
out fires in chimneys connected 
to hand fired coal burning heat- 
ing equipment.

My mother stayed with 
us for a year and whenever my 
husband and I were away from 
the house he would allow Gran- 
ny to do things for him. How- 
ever, if one ef us was around, 
he would be ride to her if she 
attempted to feed him meals, 
bathe or help to dress him. 
“With a new baby in the 
house, only eight months old, 
extra help with Joey was and 
is desirable. We now have vis- 
iting us a young girl from Hol- 
land who came shortly after 
Granny's departure. She speaks 
only a little English, but is 
sweet with children.

_ THIS KIND of behavior, mak- 
ing such specific demands of 
certain peoplé, is probably re- 
lated more to your son’s per- 
sonality than to his age. How- 
ever, so far as it may be an age 
factor, it is more characteristic 
of the 242 to 3 year old age 
zone than of his own. Also his 
ritual when his father leaves 
the’ house is more the kind of 
thing that a 242-year-old would 
do. 

Therefore it is important for 
you to think of Joey as a young-

Guinness in a Fine Psychological Drama 
SUBTLE, deeply penetrating, chilling and brilliantly 
A acted psychological drama, “THE PRISONER,” which 
Opens tonight at the SHADY OAK THEATER, is a Brit- 
ish masterpiece which obviously was inspired by the Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty case, yet is quite independ- 
ent of it as to detail 
It has a Roman Catholic Cardinal arrest- 
ed. by a nameless totalitarian government 
and subjected to a hideous ordeal of brain- 
washing to force him to confess treason to 
the state, so as to destroy him as a heroic 
symbol to the people. He is a figure whose 
participation in resistance to the Nazis in World War II 
made him a national hero, and who now stands as a dan- 
gerously independent force against the suppression of free 
speech. The film not only does not name the country, nor 
name its characters, it does not even identify the govern- 
ment as Communistic—for instance, the salutation, “‘com- 


rade,” is not even used by its totalitarian government offi- 
cials and underlings. 


This serves to narrow the focus upon its two protago- 
nists, the one of truth, the other of power, in a cold, ruth- 
less and tremendously vivid duel to the death between two 
brillant minds. One-is-th:t of the impr:soned Cardinal, the 
other of his inquisitor, a former physician and psychiatrist, 
a member of the abolished aristocracy, now a lawyer and 
politician. Here are two of the most remarkable acting per- 
formances of the year—that by Alec Guinness as the Car- 
dinal and Jack Hawkins as the inquisitor. 

Guinness, in spite of such film roles as Fagin in “Oliver 
Twist,” and having played “Hamlet” on the stage, is fa- 
mous in this country as a bright comedian. But here he 
unleashes a virtuoso depth and range of controlled dra- 
matic power. The deterioration of a great man and a splen- 
did mind under months and months of cruel and relentless 
mental assault is pitilessly and movingly shown. 

Hawkins’s inquisitor is htmself a powerful mentality, 
faced with its greatest challenge. He scorns actual physical 
torture—he doesn't want to present a broken body in court. 
The Cardinal laughs off attempts to present a case against 
him by doctoring wire recordings of ceaseless conversations 
into a “confession,” or manufacturing forged documents. 
He is so wary, elusive and subtle he is hard to pin down. 
He even refuses to break when confronted with the drugged 
body of his mother with the threat she will be dismembered 
in a research hospital. 

But the prosecutor, badgered by pressure from above in 
the face of public unrest and outside inquiries, presses for 
a weak spot in his opponent. He finally finds it in the man’s 
humility. Weakened to the point of hysteria by broken 
sleep, unceasing questioning, powerful lights In his cell, 
hints that he is going mad, the Cardinal finally grasps the 
cunning bait that he is unworthy, that he must abase him- 
self to cleanse himself, and so he does in open court, a de- 
basing and abject confession to anything the prosecutor. 
charges. Then, so as not to meke a martyr or an enigma, 
his tormentors subject him to the final cruelty—releasing 
him to face the silent scorn of his own people who think 
he has betrayed them 

But the final victory in the duel goes to the Cardinal 
for the inquisitor has betrayed his own fatal weakness in 
the light of his political creed. His defect is pits 

Credit for a great picture goes not only to Guinness 
and Hawkins, but to Bridget Boland for her fine screenplay 
from her own London stage play, to Peter Glenville's sensi- 
tive direction, and to other actors such as Wilford Lawson as 
an uncouth jailer who finally develops a grudging affection 
and respect for his charge.

It's Victim of Industrial Expansion After Colorful 70-Y ear History; Movie Tells Its Story

TANDING within the shadow 
§ anc sound of a new, throb- 

bing highway, choked by big 
industries which have sup- 
planted little homes, St 
Stephen's Episcopal Church is 
at last ready to move from the 
south St. Louts neighborhood 
where it was born in a carnival 
tent 70 years ago. 

But the little chapel, heart of 
a community center known as 
St. Stephen's House and built 
to minister to the _ historic 
French market area, isn't 
running away. The truth is that 
at least 40 per cent of its 
parishoners already have moved 
from the neighborhood since 
completion of the Third Street 
Highway, and the others are 
expected to leave soon St. 
Stephen's is prepared to follow 

Moving day wont be sched- 
uled for perhaps another year, 
but the well-worn but still 
sturdy edifice at 520 Rutger 
street will ultimately become 
another victim of expanding in- 
dustrialization. Plans are now 
underway to build a new St. 
Stephen's House at the corner 
of Park and St. Ange avenues, 
a site surrounded by City Hos- 
pital on the west and south, 
Darst housing project on the 
east and Clinton-Peabody hous- 
ing project on the north. 

To tell the story of St. 
Stephen's and to help raise 
funds for the new building, a 
16 mm. sound and color movie 
has been prepared and is now 
being shown to church groups 
throughout the St. Louis area 

Titled, “The World Within.” 
the motion picture began as a 
local project. However, when 
it attracted the attention of the 
National Council of the Epis- 
copal Church, technicians from 
that office processed the film 
and prepared it for distribution. 

si - - 
HE idea was born in the 
mind of the Rev. Charles H. 
Washburn, boyish - looking 
rector of the parish. The orig- 
inal script, at the Rev. Mr. 
Washburn’s suggestion, was 
written by one of his own par- 
ishoners, William Matheus, ed- 
itor of the Missouri Diocese’s 
newspaper and an active work- 
er at St. Stephen's. It is partly 
his story, as he grew up in the 
parish and received his first 
encouragement as a writer at 
St. Stephen's House 


The film tells the story of a 
bewildered and unhappy teen- 
age boy, born to poverty, yet 
clinging to a dream of a more 
significant life than the finan- 
cial limitations and narrow cul- 
tural pattern of his community 
can offer. This life he finds in 
the friendliness and the positive 
program of St. Stephen's House, 
and in the quiet of the little 
chapel. 

“The only flaw,”’-said the Rev. 
Mr. Washburn, “is that perhaps 
it conveys the Idea that coming 
to St. Stephen's is a cure-all, that 
we succted with every young 
person who walks through the 
door and participates in our ac- 
tivities. That isn’t true, by any 
means. I'm afraid we fail more 
often than we succeed. But ev- 
ery boy or girl who does find 
himself through this program 
makes all those failures that 
much easier to accept.” 

The film’s young star, 17-year- 
old Gene Bell, also grew up in 
the community and nearly all 
the other actors are parishoners, 
without dramatic training but 
with an interest in the church 
which has served their area so 
long. Incidentally, the people 
of the neighborhood already 
have given more than $6000 to 
the building fund for a new 
church, and another $4000 has 
been realized from .the sale of 
property and other sources. The 
goal is $125,000. 

The Rev. Mr. Washburn, ener- 
getic and enthusiastic, was the 
film's troubleshooter,. and at 
times they needed just that. 
After completing part of the 
script, Gene's family moved to 
Chicago and the minister had to 
arrange to get him out of school 
long enough to come back and 
finish the role. 

“Another*time, we struck a 
snag when we tried to shoot

film in a junk yard,” the Rev. 
Mr. Washburn said. “‘One dealer 
gave us permission but he 
wasn't there when we showed 
up and his mother ran us off, 
but good. We tried another but 
he found that the script called 
for a boy to load a sack with 
rocks and pass it off as salable 
junk, he would have none of it 
Said he wanted no part of ju- 
venile delinquency.” 


But 


later-day troubles are 
pale compared with the head- 
aches and heartaches of St. 
Stephen's history. A tent at 


Third and Rutger streets, center 
of an underprivileged neighbor- 
hood nestled against fashionable 
Lafayette Park, was its first 
home. The Rev. Richard W. E 
Greene, who came here from 
Toronto to minister to Rutger 
street and the French Market 
area, planned a 10-day mission- 
ary meeting to launch St 
stephen’s program. The first 
night he broke his leg—history 
doesn't record how 
on with the services.

. the leader of the Rutger 
Street Gang took complete con- 
trol of the tent himself, dis- 
pensing with policemen and 
preserving perfect peace by 
himself.” 

A few nights later, he wasn't 
so successful in keeping the 
ruffians under control.
